THAT  there  m  /  be  no  longer  pretexts  for  relaxations  in  the  requi- 
fites  of  the  re  "nue  laws  of  the  Unitea  States,  which  impofe  duties 
on  fpivits  difl  .^d,  and  Hills  employed  in  aiftillhig  fpirits  vithin  the 
funic,  (hi  finely  opportunity  is  taken  of  reminding  all  owners  and  pof- 
fenbri  of  Hills  w  hich  are  taxed  by  the  capacity,  in  ihis  diftrict,  that  the 
new  year  will  commence  on  the  hi  ll  day  of  July  next  ;  that  the  dudes, 
and  alternatives  llill^remain  unaltered  ;  thai,  as  picparatory  to  the  buli- 
nefs  of  the  year,  every  owner  and  poffeHbr  of  any  fuch  Hill  Or  Hills,  is 
required,  between  the  InH  of  A: ay  and  the  firft  at  July,  that  is  to  lay,  in 
all  June,  under  a  penalty  of  tv  o  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  one  half  to 
the  ufe  of  the  United  States,  the  other  half  to  the  ulie  of  the  informer, 
to  muke  entry  thereof,  at  the  office  of  inlpeciion  ellablifhed  in  his  or 
her  county,  dclcribing  the  fame,  and  the  capacity  thereof;  fpecifying 
the  place  where  lituaced,  and  the  perfon  in  whole  poHeilion  ;  declaring 
alio  for  what  pu  pofc  intended,  as  whether  foifale,  or  ufe  in  diddling. 
And  H  it  fhall  be  the  choice  of  any  perfon  fo  making  entry,  to  d lit il  by 
monthly  licenfe,  or  to  pay  by  the  gallon  of  fpirits  Jiit.lleJ,  iie  or  ihe  is 
to  notify  fuch  choice  by  writing  under  his  or  lie.  huiul,  left  at  t lie  office 
of  infpection  at  the  time  of  enti  y,  and  upon  failure  fo  to  no  ily,  fuch 
ltill  or  Hills,  if  ufed  at  all,  will  be  charged  at  the  yeaily  duty,  which 
will  accordingly  be  collected  fiom  the  pe:  fen  making  luch  til?;  y,  or 
from  fome  one  or  more  other  perfon  or  perfbns,  who  lhall  then,  or  fub- 
fequently  ,  ow  n  or  poliefs  the  -ame,  or  on  whole  laud  the  enfploynffeht 
thereof,  lhail  be,  f.om  the  firft  of  july,  1793,  to  the  30th  of-juiw,  179^, 
inclulive;  the  third  fection  of  the  act  of  May  8th,  1 79.a>  giving  Luat  com- 
bination of  fecuiites  for  the  payment  of  the  duty,  w  ith  ims  exception  as 
to  the  owner  of  the  land  where  employed,  that  if  the  perfon  ufhlg  luch 
Hill  or  Hills,  be  a  bana  fide  tenant  for  a  term  of,  not  lcls  than  one  year, 
^or  during  the  whole  time  of  working  the  fame,  In  all  be  a  tit  ij'ulkr  or  in- 
truder, the  propiietor  cf  the  land,  upon  llicw  ing  either  to  be  the  cafe, 
w  ill  Hand  exhonorated  from  the  duty.  And  as  a  farther  fecurity,  every 
Hill  being  identified  by  the  marks  and  numbers  legally  placed  uiereon, 
the  duty  operates  as  a  fpecitic  lien  on  the  funic,  ana  any  pin  cinder, 
even  after  the  expiration  of  the  year,  will  hold  il  fuhject  10  be  taken  for 
any  unpaid  duties  of  a  proceeding  year.  1  o  avoiu  inconvenience  to 
purchasers  while  this  fecurity  is  held  for  the  public,  it  will  be  pioper 
for  every  holder  of  a  Hill,  upon  the  duties  adling  theieon  within  the 
year  being  filly  paid,  to  take  from  the  officer  a  certificate  to  that  ef- 
fect, Which  may  pafs  therewith  to  any  fata  c  holder. 

And  it  is  alio  required  that  every  perfon  who  ihall,  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  year  afore  defciibed  being  a  relidcnt  of  a  county, 
procure  a  Hill  or  Hills,  or  removing  into  the  county,  fliall  biing  the.  ehx 
aHill  or  Hiils,  Ihall,  within  thii  ty  days  after  fuch  procuring  or  removal, 
and  before  he  or  (lie  Khali  begin  .to  ufe  the  (ante,  make  entiy  thereof 
in  manner  and  under  the  like  penalty  as  before  mentioned ;  and  in 
cafe  of  removal  fhall  farther  (pecify  the  place  from  whence  the  fume 
fhall  have  been  brought. 

It  is  prefumed  that  The  fftveral  rates  of  duty  are  already  underHood, 
as  well  as  the  terms  on  which  they  aic  to  be  chofen,  but  astiiis  pub- 
lication is  meant  to  remove  all  giounds  for  pitas  of  ignorance,  they 
are  here  Hated  as  follow. -- 

The  yearly  duty  is  5  4  cents  for  every  gallon  of  the  capacity  of  each  Hill. 
The  monthly  duty  is  10  cents  on  the  like  capacity. 
The  duty  by  the  gallon  of  fpi.its  dil'tilled,  is  7  cents  for  every  gal- 
lon fo  diftilled,  fubject  to  a  deduction  of  2  gallons  in  every  hundted, 
for  leakage. 

"\\  here  theyeavly  duty  is  paid  it  will  be  collected "In  moieties,  twenty- 
feven  cents  after  the  thjlty-firft  of  December,  and  twenty-feven  cents 
after  tl\e  thirtieth  of  June  in  each  year. 

"Where  the  monthly  duty  is  chofen,  the  election  made,  at  the  firft 
entry,  govetns,  as  to  the  fHU  towliichitrela.es,  throughout  the  year, 
and  licenfe*  will  be  illned  for  or.e  or  moie  1: tenths  1 0,11  pleat,  from 
time  to  time,  as  the  holder  mall  require  them,  for  dillilling  out  of 
the  time  for  which  a  licenfe  ihall  be  giantciL^he  penalty  is  n\o  hun- 
dred dollars,  one  half  to  the  ufe  of  tlie  I  m^l  States,  the  other  half  m 
to  the  ufe  of  the  informer,  and  the  yearly,  liillcad  of  the  monthly  " 
duty,  is  alfo  to  be  paid. 

"\\  here  the  duty  by  the  gallon  of  fpirits  is  chofen,  the  firft  election, 
in  like  manner  governs  throughout  the  year,  and  at  each  half-yearly 
collection  thcpeifon  availing  himfelf  of  this  alternative  mult,  according 
to  the  twenty-fourth  ftcf:  ion  of  the  act  of  the  third  March,  1791,  pro-  « 
duce  to  the  collector  a  book,  in  which  he  or  lhe  Hall  have  entered, 
or  carftd  to  be  entered,  the  qualities  of  fpirits  diftilled  from  the  Hill 
or  flills  to  which  the  book  lhall  relate,  from  day  to  day,  during  the 
employment  thereof,  and  the  quantity  from  time  to  time  fold  o;  o- 
therwife  difpofed  of,  and  to  whom  and  when  ;  and  lhall  alfo  declare,  the 
quantity  then  remaining  on  hand  j  this,  book  is  to  be  ve  hied  on  oath. or 
affirmation  to  the  bell  of  the  knowledge  and  belief  of  the  perfon  claim- 
ing the  benefit  of  the  alternative  |  provided  that  if  the  entries  lhall  have 
been  made  by  any  perfou  other  than  the  propiietor,  a  like  oath  or  af- 
firmation fhall  be  made  by  fi.chpeifcn.  From  a  fuppofition  that  ma- 
ny diftillers  w  ere  impel  fecily  informed  as  to  the  lequilites  of  this 
part  of  the  law ,  the  collectors  have  heretofore  in  many  inltances,  relaxed 
in  requiring  as  accurate  accounts  as  the  law  direct*  j  but  as  this  pica, 
cannot,  in  future,  be  ajuft  one,  fuch  relaxations  will  no  louger  be 
admitted,  and  the  cenfequence  of  not  rendeiing  a  legal  account,  will, 
inevitably,  be  the  payment  of  the  yearly  duty. 

All  good  citizens  of  this  diftrict  muft  bear  witnefs  of  the  Srtention 
w  hich  has  been  given  to  make  the  laws,  in  the  eaily  Hages  of  the  reve- 
nue bulinefs,  generally  known,  and  to  prevent  the  "iniliaicn  of  penal- 
ties not wilfully  incurred,  and  all  will  agree  that  laws,  particularly  of 
this  nature,  not  ftrietly  enforced,  become  partial  burthens  \  none  will 
therefore  now  expect' a  continuance- of  fuch  relaxations,  as  expofe  the  • 
public  to  frauds  from  thofe  who  may  be  inclined  to  p-aclife  them.
